gust 21. Under the orders of the 
commission the new schedules must 
be filed five days before .hey become 
effective. 

Application of the new schedules to 
transportation to Canada, officials 
siild, would mean that shippers will 
pay freight charges under the new 
tariffs for their classification terri- 
tories unless the shipment passes 
thru more than one group before 
crossing the line, in which case the 
lnterterrltorlal rate, which Is to be 
advanced 33 1-3 per cent, would ap- 
ply. 

Canadian railways. It was said, will 
apply to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for authority to make the 
new charges effective on transporta- 
tion from the Dominion Into the 
United States. 

Kale Advance To Hwell Treasury 
m Washington, Aug. 3. — Increased 
revenues officially estimated at $100.- 
000.000 annually, will accrue to the 
Treasury as a result of the advance In 
transportation rates allowed the rail- 
roads. The added Income for the 
government, officials said tonight, 
would be derived from Increased 
transportation taxes — which are paid 
by the public — as well as thru opera- 
tion of the income and excise provi- 
sions of the revenue laws. 

Transportation taxes for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, aggregated 
sum was made up from the 3 per cent 
tax on freight charges amounting to 
$125,000,000, the 8 per cent tax on 
passenger tlcketa supplying $100,- 
000.000 and the 8 per cent tax on 
•Pullman charges producing $6,500.- 
•000 

Should railroad traffic continue at 
iU present volume, all of these 
amounts would be increased corres- 
pondingly with the advance permitted 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in Its rate decision last Satur- 
day. On this basis, officials of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue calculate 
the additional taxes will aggregate 
In passenger and $33,600,000 on Pull- 
J$28.660.000 on freight, $18,700,000 
man charges. 

Another source of revenue would 
be from income taxes levied against 
the rullroad corporations. Railroad 
executives expect many of the car- 
riers to earn sufficiently large re- 
turns under the new rates to compel 
the payment of Income taxes for the 
first time since pre-war days. It la 
from this source that the Treasury ex- 
pects to obtuin a large portion of the 
remaining $40,000,000 of their $100.- 
000.000 estimate. Officials places 
the amount from Income taxes con- 
servatively ut $30,000,000 a year.

Plea For Co-operation And 
Neighborly Spirit Of 
Fellowship 



Marlon. O.. July 31— Turning 
aside from the polilrial issues that 
have horn in the forefront of the cam- 
paign.

In a passing reference to wartime;

Constantinople, July 7. — Con- 
stantinople now combines all the 
frenzy of a new mining camp nnd a 
world seaport. Its "the end of the 



the national crisis bung over us. but J tr«ll" for all the Balkan states and 
we must work a readjustment for sta 
blllzecl and prosperous peace. We 
ought to mnke wealth bear its full 
share of tax burdens, and we ever 
will. Having this thought In mind 
■nd also thinking of the excessive cost 
of living. I doubt If the excess profits 
ax for war precisely accomplishes the 
end we seek In peace, tho we do not 
disagree about the worthy Intent. Its 
operations have been disappointing 
its cost multiplied and pyramided, 
and righteous char.ges and modifi- 
cations ought to besought at an early 
day. 

Will Seek Solution. 

"I would gladly recommend a 
change, but I am not yet prepared 
to suggest an equitable substitute, 
tho I should have no hesitancy In 
asking Congress *o seek the earliest 
possible solution. The reduced cost 
of government Is already pledged, and 
reduced appropriation by Congress II 
already recorded. We must not par- 
nlyze American production by taxa 
tlon at home or destructive competi- 
tion from abroad, because our mutua- 
Interest in productivity has made us 
what we are. 

"Despite all the depreciation. I can 
not bring myself to accept the notion 
that the inter-relation among our 
men and women has departed. We 
are a democratic people. Our state 
was founded by people who brought 
with them the ancient social customs 
of neighborhood confraternity — the 
tie that knits together, whose widen- 
ing circle makes of the mass of 
homogeneous people. 

"There is a disposition of some to 
inveigh against one section or anoth 
er. as selfish Interests may suggest, 
but the broad national welfare con- 
templates no East and no West, no 
North and no South. Pride of locality 
is most commendable, but patriotism 
is not sectional. Politically, we may 
divide as God gives us to see the 
right, hut materially, socially and 
economically, we must be an entity — 
united, harmonious and interdepend- 
ent. 

Natural Laws Operate. 

"By cultivating the spirit of friend- 
liness, by a recognition of Interde- 
pendence, the problems of life are 
made much easier for all. There II 
a growing tendency to look to gov- 
ernment for all remedies, forgetting 
there are natural laws that will op- 
erate to correct evils if given a fair 
chance. Oftentimes well-meaning 
laws defeat the very object they are 
designed to accomplish. 

"Our country holds out opportu- 
nity to all, but upon the supreme con- 
dition that those who would avail 
themselves of that opportunity shall 
be entirely worthy, and know and ac- 
cept fully the spirit of American in- 
stitutions. 

"Many hundreds of your neigh- 
bors and mine came from lands 
cross the sea. They came to become 
citizens and accept the obligations as 
well as the advantages of American 
citizenship. We welcomed them cor- 
dially, and they became participants 
in our activities, sharers in our dis- 
appointments and our triumphs. They 
walked with us in the fraternity and 
mutuality of citizenship, and are of 
the empire builders and the repub- 
lic's defenders. 

"Out of the varied nativity we 
wrought American nationality, out of 
Old World representatives, resolved 
to start anew. In supreme mutuality 
of Interests, we wrought the loftiest 
example of representative democra- 
cy the world has known. I utter my 
gratitude as a fellow-citizen, and 
want to supplement It with my con- 
viction as a Republican .that our 
highest duty is to cling to the funda- 



everythlng west of Suez on the Medi- 
terranean. Caucasian oil men. Pon- 
etz Basin miners. Anatolian sheep and 
rattle kings, Orcek war millionaires 
and Syrian merchants rush to Con- 
stantinople to pop campaign in proof 
of their success. Soldiers and sail- 
ors of half a dozen nations swell the 
population and add to the cosmopoli- 
tan aspect of the streets and pleasure 
resorts. 

Under allied occupation the city 
has become a wilder place than it was 
under the Turk* There are no civil 
courts. None of the allies desire to 
assume responsibility for reforms oth- 
er than are necessary to safeguard 
life. Italian. Frer.ch and British 
troops cooperate with the Turkish 
gondarmerle in keeping order. But ev- 
erybody's Job is nobody's Job. Con- 
sequently Constantinople is a very 
wide-open town. Midnight closing is 
enforced pretty generally, but until 
that hour there Is little interference 
with dance halls gambling dives and 
redllght districts unless murder 13 
committed. 

Leadvllle and Goldfield In their diz- 
ziest days never offered anything 
wilder than certain sections of Con- 
stantinople, where Jazz bands vie 
with Neapolitan orchestras and tslg- 
ane singers in their efforts to attract 
wayfarers Into the beer tunnels and 
dance halls filled to overflowing with 
the painted women of many nationa- 
lities. 

Half a dozen summer gardens of- 
fer vaudeville programs, which at- 
tract thousands of persons every 
night who seem to have far more In- 
terest In the drinks and restless 
crowds than in the Russian prima 
donnas and bare-legged dancers, 
whose art is usually as meager as 
their attire. Turks. Arabs. Bedou- 
ins, Egyptians and Assyrians, george- 
ously clad in native costumes, elbow 
their way among Cossacks and Georg- 
ians, whose uniforms are far more 
brilliant than their recent military 
achievements. 

Coal-black French colonials, re 
splendent in red fezzes and green 
khaki, mingle with Sikhs and Pun- 
jabi, whose long hair and many-col- 
ored headdresses are wrapped in som- 
bre brown. Civilians, soldiers and 
sailors from all parts of the world 
are hopelessly pumbled together in 
Constantinople crowds and are so bu- 
sy looking at each other that tenors 
from the Petrograd opera, naughty 
French singers from Montmartre and 
Austrian strong-jawed ladies claim 
but slight attention. 

Constantinople itself is a grand 
pageant every day. Its main thoro- 
fare. Rue Grand Pera. Is more fasci- 
nating than any scene which produc- 
ers can ever hope to stage. Camel 
drivers lead their patient trains, bur- 
street cars, shrieking army motor 
cars and carriages, piloted over the 
rough paving at breakneck speed by 
Turkish hostlers, who crack their 
whips and shout constantly at high 
pitch to pedestrians, who venture off 
the narrow sidewalks. Turks mount- 
ed on tiny donkeys move indifferent- 
ly thru this maelstrom. Occasionally 
Turkish peasants drive a flock of 
sheep or turkeys Into this whirl of 
traffic and serene oxen draw heaw 
carts along at a pace so slow that 
drivers of military camions curse 
them in ten different languags. 

The narrow, crooked streets of 
Constantinople are ill-suited to mo- 
tor traffic and the slow-going fatalis- 
tic Turk is little inclined to chang-3 
his pace. Consequently there are ma- 
ny accidents and the indifference 
with which foreign military cars are 
driven has done much to intensify 
Turkish hatred of foreiguers.

AGAINST HUERTA 



Mexicall Mexico July 31. — Esteban 
Dull, governor of Lower California, 
issued a proclamation today declar- 
ing a state of war exists between 
Lower California and the de la Hllcr- 
t:i government of Mexico.

July II, — Twice the 
distance round the world, or nearlv 
ISO, 000 mile*. In an elevator In the 
travel record of Jainen II. Evana. con- 
durtor of the • Jiff In Washington 
HMMIti and It la believed to be a 
world'* reronl. 

Tin- fall Mr Evana celebrates the 
forty-second anniversary of hla ser- 
vice nt the monument, thirty trips a 
day for forty-two year*! 

When the veteran elevator man 
cnme to the monument the big white 
abaft had risen only about a third of 
Its present height and. except for the 
use of the workmen, no elevator had 
been Installed That was In 1878, and 
t It waa not until ten years later thnt 
the shaft was completed and the pas- 
senger elevator put In operation. 

The elevator on It* first trip was 
operated by Mr. Evans, and since tha« 
dute he ha* been continuously In 
charge of the car. 

Practically all the famous men and 
women who have visited Washington 
during that time have been passen- 
ger* in Mr. Evans' elevator. Includ- 
ing, each of the Presidents and Vice 
President*. 

The monument wa» one of the first 
public edifices vUlted by President 
Wilson when he came to Washington 
eight year* ago. Of the present chief 
executive, Mr. Evan* »ays: 

"yes. he »eem* to be a right nice 
sort of fellow. Came Into my car anil 
took off his hat Just as anyone might 
do. 1 noticed he didn't say much — 
Jtfst talked a few words to the men 
with him. I liked hi* looks as well 
aa those of any of the other Preal- 
dents that have ridden In my car." 

Mr. Evans was away on his vaca- 
tion when the Prince of Wales and 
the Ilelgian royal family visited thi' 
monument and he looks a bit wistful 
when be mentions missing the Bel- 
gians. 

"I carried a "slew " of princes to the 
top." he said, "but I never had a 
chance at a real live king and queen 
before." 

Mr Evana figures that In the past 
thirty-two years he has mad» about 
350.400 trip* in the passenger eleva- 
tor.

Washington. July 31. — That Sec- 
retary of War Baker recommended 
the turning over to the fertilizer 
trust of 100, 000 tons of nitrate 
which had been stored for war pur- 
poses and thereby made it a pres- 
ent of $4,000,000, to the detriment 
of the farmers of the country, Is 
charged by Representative Tlncher, 
of Kansas. 

In explanation of his charge, Tln- 
cher says: 

"In April the Secretary of War 
appeared before the Committee on 
Military Affairs and recommended 
that the surplus of the nitrate of 
soda then on hand in possession of 
the Government — 100,000 tons — bo 
loaned to the trust. I was in the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture at the time 
that happened, when members from 
the Committee on Military Affairs 
came into the Committee on Agricul- 
ture and askod us what we knew 
about it, that being a product which 
is used in the manufacture of ferti- 
lizer. Mr. Hutchinson of New Jer- 
sey, a member of that committee, 
knew all about it. He said, 'You do 
not want to do that,' and he took his 
lead pencil and fixed the resolution 
*o thut it was all right, because It pro- 
vided that the Uovernment should 
sell the nitrate now, at a time when 
the price for It is higher than it has 
ever been or ever will be again. He 
said. "We either ought to reduce the 
price and sell to the farmers at a rea- 
sonable rate, or, looking at It from 
a comercial standpoint, sell It for 
what it is worth and put the money 
Into the Treasury.' The resolution 
provided that we should not loan It 
but should sell It In lots of not leas 
than 1 ton or more than 100 tons. 

"What has the War Department 
don?? They have entered Into a 
written agreement with the trust, the 
three men. by which they have sold 
it to them ostensibly at a rate of $80 
per ton. allowing them $890,000 for 
handling It, but they have not sold 
it to them, because they have bought 
it back next June, a year from this, 



for $80 a ton. They are making the 
'trust a present of $4,000,000 based 
' on any reasonable hypothesis as to 
what this nitrate will be worth at 
that time. Every man knows that, 
and the department has Just simply 
ignored the act of Congress and ig- 
nored our rights to pass laws, has vio- 
lated its obligations, if it has any to- 
ward the people, toward the Govern- 
ment, and is standing in with that 
profiteering combination, and I shall 
call upon the Department of Justice 
of the United States to bring action 
to nullify the contract and prevent 
this fraud on our Government. 

"If the Department of Justice Is 
against profiteering and against the 
trust and for the people and for tbe 
Treasury, if the things that depart- 
ment says are not idle words, then 
that action will be brought. Thero 
Is not a lawyer in this House who, If 
this would happen in his State and he 
held a prosecuting office, would bring 
suit aud stop that unfaithful officer, 
such as the Secretury of War — this 
conscientious Secretary of ours. He 
would stop him from absolutely do- 
ing what he wanted to and what the 
law ws passed says he shall not do. 
Some may say that it has nothing to 
do with profiteering. Let me tell 
you. He has set the price of thi" 
product that goes into fertilizer, for 
one year from now, at $80 a ton. a 
higher price than ever was paid. He 
has filed that price. That price fix- 
ing has only one equal In history, and 
that Is the price fixing by the De- 
partment of Justice on sugsr. It is 
in the Interest of the profiteers, 
against the people, against the Gov- 
ernment, against the taxpayers, and 
I call upon the Department of Jus- 
tice, if there is one lota of sincere- 
ty in the make-up of that department, 
to bring action to prevent this nefa- 
rious fraud upon the people.

Among the 51 misbranded or adul- 
terated articles appear many varie- 
ties of products not ordinarily 
thought of as coming under the Jur- 
isdiction of tbe act. 

Corned beef cases, so marked as to 
Indicate that the contents complied 
with the requirements of the U. S 
Navy, when they did not; eye salve 
that consisted prlncplally of zinc 
ointment; egg noodles in a package 
marked "8 ounces" In large letters, 
and "6 ounces" In small, indistinct 
characters, and which product prov- 
ed to contain very little egg at all; 
canned salmon that was really putrid 
and decomposed; gelatin, so marked 
which the chemists found to contain 
j glue and other added and poisonous 
materials; and rice bran heavily adul- 
terated with rice hulls Instead of 
bran, are among the items mention- 
ed In the announcement. Butter, 
capsicum, aspirin tablets, Bantal oil 
capsules, cordial, cottonseed 'meal, 
fish, eggs, flour, peppers, spring 
water — these and many others In- 
dicate the extensive nature of the 
work carried on by the Government 
in protecting the public health.

partment of Agriculture. This fan 
takes care of smut and other duats 
In such way aa to minimize the dan 
gar of sufficient dust In suspension 
to cause an explosion. In connec- 
tion with the system worked out fo* 
grounding thrashers to get rid of 
the static electricity generated by the 
machinery In operation, the fan has 
proved itself an almost sure preven- 
tive. There Is no record of any mi>- 
chlne having exploded when proper- 
ly equipped with these devices. From 
the Walla Walla and Palouse dis- 
tricts of Washington, where not less 
than 89 eocplosions occurred last year, 
numerous appeals by telegraph and 
otherwise are coming to the de- 
partment for information as to where 
the fans can be bought. The de- 
partment for some time past has 
worked closely with manufacturers 
of thrashing machinery, arranging 
for having the fans manufactured In 
adequate numbers. The Washington 
grain men are being put in touch 
with the manufacturers who are in 
position to supply their needs. The 
department, however, has been forced 
by lack of funds to abandon its in- 
vestigational work, and the plans for 
still further improving the prevention 
system has been abandoned, at least 
for the present.

Live- 



Simple Form of Organizing 
Stock Associations, 
The simple form of organization 
that suffices for cooperative live-stock 
shipping associations is one of their 
leading features. In the first place, 
practically no capital Is required, 
since payment is not made to mem- 
bers for stock shipped until the re- 
turns are received from the market- 
To organize, it is necessary only that 
the farmers of a community meet to- 
gether, adopt a simple constitution 
and bylaws, and elect officers and a 
board of directors, who in turn ap- 
point a manager. . 

Although in order to transact busi- 
ness it is not necessary for an as- 
sociation of this nature to incorporate 
under the State laws, it is advisable 
to do so as a protection to the mem- 
bers. If not incorporated the organi- 
zation, as mich, can not sue or be 
sued, and in case of the loss of stock 
from railroad wrecks or other cause 
the manager could not enforce claims 
for the association, but each shipper 
would be compelled to present claims 
for his own losses. The cost of in- 
corporating is comparatively small — 
usually not more than $10. 

The, I'nited States Department of 
Agriculture will furnish, on request, 
the essentials of a model constitution 
and bylaws. 



The percentage of dockage Is an es- 
sential factor in arriving at the true 
value of a lot of wheat. This dock- 
age may consist of either useful or 
harmful foreign materials. 

The various methods of handling 
dockage Bhould be carefully Investi- 
gated and the one that Is best suited 
to the needs of the local conditions 
should be adopted. 

When a large percentage of dock- 
age Is present In wheat it is advisable 
to remove it on the farm or at the 
point of shipment and thus avoid 
paying the freight for the dirt, chaff, 
weed seeds, etc., on the basis of the 
rate for wheat. 

The farmer gets a higher numerical 
grade for his wheat under the dock 
age system of the Federal grades 
than he would under a system of 
grading that does not require a de- 
termination for dockage but lOWWI 
the grade on account of the total 
foreign material present In the wheat 
marketed at country point*. 

The dockage system In operation 
protects the farmer from the possibi- 
lity of low prices fixed by the local 
buyer in order to insure a safe pur- 
chase on a flatrate basis. 

Oats rank next to corn and wheat 
In crop acreage and valu? in the I'nit 
ed States. But, notwithstanding, less 
attention has been given to the pro- 
duction of oats than to any other im- 
portant grain, so that yields often 
have been unsatisfactory and the 
crop sometimes unprofitable, say 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 



Circular No. HO. 

Lexington. Ky.. July 29, 1920 
"Raising the Dairy Heifer" is the 
subject of Circular No. 80. by J. R

yield in abundance. .Of course there 
is the dreaded apprehension of a lack 
In transportation facilities; and the 
car shortage has had a tendency to 
make farmprs as well as manufactur- 
ers conservative. Hut while, every- 
where there has been a tendency for 
manufacturers and farmers to slow- 
down, the striking reason has been 
that there has not been enough lahor 
to carry on the ordinary game of life. 

At the same time. In the cities M 
well as In the towns and countries, 
there has been a house shortage. In 
New York It is not uncommon for a 
single office room to rent for as high 
as a thousand dollars a year, in 
Washington office* are double what 
they were before the war. This con- 
dition holds good In most of the large 
cities. Apparently there are not 
enough people to man the industries, 
to take care of farm production and 
to build new houses and building 
structures within the Nation. The 
United States Census now being tak- 
en, shows that the population is in- 
creasing, but it does not Indicate 
what has become of the laboring p.m.. 
pie. who evidently are becoming 
scarcer and scarcer as the years roll 
by. If America could analyze her 
true economic condition she would 
likely find out that the country Is 
several years behind In the affairs of 
its shops and households. 

Whatever the idealists and theo- 
rists could figure out from the above 
facts is uncertain. In any event con- 
ditions all show that the people who 
predict panics are sadly misguided, as 
there are of necessity, continued 
good times ahead — and these likely 
will improve as more people are com- 
pelled to turn to the ranks of inilu> 
try after dissipating the small for- 
tunes that they accumulated during 
war times. Doubtless prices are 
*lo\vly coming down, due to the fact 
that business profiteers and labor 
profiteers are being forced to sub- 
scribe to saner business conditions 
demanded by a country at peace with 
the world. ■ • — — - •

1919 AUTO THEFTS 

MAKE BIG INCREASE 



St. Louis. Mo., July SO. — There 
were IM<t automobiles stolen In 
nin-tren "Index" cities of the United 
States In 1919 compared tp 25.61.1 In 
the same cities in 1918. according to 
figures compiled by the National 
Automobile Healers' Association, 
headquarters in this city. This Is an 
Increase of 22.4 per cent. The fig- 
ures were obtained from the official 
reports of the chiefs of police. 

Of the 31.349 stolen In 1919. 23.- 
.132 were recovered. Of the 26.613 
stolen In 1918, 20.203 were recov- 
ered. 

Cars stolen which were not re- 
covered were valued at approximately 
$5,410,000. in 1918 and at $8,668.- 
380, In 1919. 

New York again led the cltlps in 
cars stolen with 6.527 In 1919. 
against 3.340 In 1918. an Increase of 
36.5 per cent. St. Louis was the only- 
large city where the number was less 
than In 1918. This Is accounted for 
by a vigorous law enforcement cam- 
paign against automobile thieves by 
the circuit attorney's office. Sen- 
tences up to 20 years have been as- 
sessed In St. Louis for the theft of 
an automobile. 

General reduction In the number of 
automobiles stolen Is expected during 
1920 because of the fact that Inter- 
state transportation of stolen auto- 
mobiles Is made a federal offense un- 
der the Dyer law. The national mo- 
tor vehicle theft law. however, did 
not become effective until November 
1919. Numerous convictions have 
been made throughout the United 
States under this act this year. 

Harry O. Moock. general mannger 
of the dealer organization, has writ- 
ton all district attorneys of the Unit- 
ed States extending to them the ser- 
vices of the dealer organization In ex- 
pediting the collection of informa- 
tion leading to conviction for thefts 
of motor vehicles.

And Governor Cox is 
quoted as giving for his answer to 
those plain questions of Harding the 
declaration that he does not inteni 
to engage In a telegraphic debate with 
the Republican nominee. 

Governor Cox naturally does not 
like Harding's plain questions. But 
If he doesn't answer them, whether 
by telegraph, telephone, wireless, 
typewriter or printer's ink, Cox will 
have a ballot-box collision with the 
American people. 

Harding says he Is against Mr. 
Wilson's Article X. which would bind 
us to use our military forces against 
any people objecting to partition or 
boundary lines imposed upon them by 
the League. 

Harding says he Is against Mr. Wil- 
son's demand for an American man- 
date or Armenia. 

Harding says he Is against Mr. 
Wilson's arbitrary and Implacable op- 
position to Italy In the Adriatic. 

Harding says he is against Mr. Wil- 
son's policy of putting a Greek ma- 
jority of population under the domi- 
nation of a Bulgarian minority. 

Harding says be is against every 
one of these Wilson commitments and 
that he is against the whole Wilson 
covenant unless it has proper and 
necessary modifications. 

What is Cox going to say — for he 
has got to say something to somebo- 
dy? He cannot keep silent on Mr. 
Wilson's League of Nations, which 
Mr. Wilson, makes for Governor Cox 
the Issue of this campaign. He can- 
not dodge the specific points of 
Harding's questions. He cannot es- 
cape answering plainly and flatly. 
When Is he going to do It?— New

If Governor Cox has committed 
himself to all that Mr. Wilson did 
abroad, aa well as all that he promis- 
ed to do. it will be up to him toac- 
cept responsibility for the President s 
of the peace treaty. The 
of the bungling process are be- 
ing gradually disclosed. Senator 
Harding quoted on Monday a very 
pertinent statement by Colonel House, 
now European correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger, to the ef- 
fect that a preliminary treaty con- 
cerning army, navy, reparations and 
dellmlnatiou of boundaries "could 
have been made by Christmas of 11)18 
and would hav^ been not only the 
usual but the obvious thing to do." 

Ambassador Bernslorff's book 
shows clearly that President Wilson 
was willing In 191«. when he was try- 
ing to briug about a "peace without 
victory" by mediation between the 
jtwo beligerent groups to have a pre- 
liminary conference, participated in 
J 4 by belligerents only, to settle ques- 
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tions of boundaries, indemnities and 
political readjustment, and a later 
conference, attended by tho neutrals 
as well, to consider the freedom of 
the seas, the strengthening of lnter- 
natlonal law, and a permanent asso- 
ciation of nations. The German gov- 
ernment, while bypocratically en- 
couraging the President's efforts as 
an intermediary to bring about peace 
negotiations, didn't want to allow him 
any scope as a real mediator. Von 
Jagow wrote to Bernstorff on June 7, 
lflf: "We are naturally skeptical 
of mediation on the part of a states- 
man so partial to England and at the 
same time so naive as President Wil- 
son." 

The President, however, readily fell 
In with Germany's ideas as to the 
double peace conference. Then Luden- 
dortf and the militarists brusquely 
dropped the "peace by understand- 
ing" program. When Germany was 
beaten her leaders turned again to 
the President and offered to make 
peace on the basis of his Fourteen 
Points and other declarations. They 
hoped to drive a wedge between the 
United States and the European Allies 
by getting the President to consen.t 
nominally at least, to a aettlemeni 
controlled by this principle, enunciat- 
ed on September 27, 1918: "The Im- 
partial Justice meted out must in- 
volve no discrimination between those 
to whom we wish to be Just and those 
to whom we do not wish to be just. 
It must be a Justice which plays no 
favorites and knows no standard but 
the equal rights of the peoples con- 
cerned." — New York Tribune. 
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Winnipeg, Man., July 24 — The 
stone age and the Twentieth Ceutury 
met face to face during the anniver- 
sary celebration of the Hudson's Bay 
Company.

San Sebastian, Spain, July 31 — Re- 
patriation of the 200,000 European 
prisoners of war still held in Russia 
and the 160,000 Russians in German 
military prisons was considered by 
the council of the League of Nations 
at Its session here today. A letter 
from Dr. Fritdjof Nansen, recently 
appointed to arrange for the transfer 
of these prisoners, waa read. Dr. Nan- 
sen reported the proposed exchange 
had been blocked by the Russian 
Soviet government. 

Plans providing for the transport 
of Russians in ships to Vladivostok 
were formulated, the scheme being 
that the vessels would bring back 
Europeans, including Czechs and 
Hungarians, and land them at Trls, 
but they were Impossible of execution, 
Dr. Nansen said, because the Soviet 
government had refused to guaran- 
tee that Russians wculd be ;•! lowed 10 
proceed from Vladivostok to their 
homes. 

The council continued Its discus- 
sion of the program In private, re- 
serving announcement of decisions 
until its public session next Tues- 
day. A. J. Balfour, of Great Britain, 
presented a report on the relations 
between the council and the assem- 
bly of the league, upon which will be 
based a report to the assembly at its 
meeting to be held in Geneva next 
November. It suggested the deter- 
mination of the limitations of the 
jurisdiction of each body and defini- 
tion of the extent to which the pow- 
ers of both are co-extensive under the 
covenant.
